While the announcement has not yet been "officially" marie, 

Denis Loring recently added my name to the E.A.G, Revision 
Committee, vTith ray oriraary task to be researching many 
hundreds of rare and choice cents that have appeared over 
the last 70 or so years. With particular resoect to the 
count of R6 or higher verities, I have drawn rather extensively 
from the E^A.C, Census (v;ay back in 1973)» which contained 
cents that you yourself reported. Unfortunately, the Census 
Itself is of limited value since (1) only the grades were 
reported, and no oeSigree/sources were provided, and (7) 
the flood of choice and rare cents that have appeared In the 
insulng 2 years makes most of the data outdated. With this 
in mind, I am asking your heln in furthering, and hopefully, 
completing the Revision. 

Specifically, I am in desplrate need of grade and pedigree 
information on cents that you currently own in the following 
classes: (1) any variety of r 6-R8 rating; (2) "special" inter¬ 
est varlties of S-48, 3-80, S-264, 3-272; (3) any coin of 
condition census grade; (4) cents that h^'-ive appeared in public 
auction or sale, especially if graded therein as or about of 
condition census grade. I realize,’of course, that this will 
require a bit of your time to gather together, but the end 
result ’Will be invaluable in accurately compiling the Revision. 

Honing that you i-rill help us in the final stages of the Revision 
Natu'-ally, all information provided will be held in strictest 
confidence and used only for purposes of the Revision.
